“ We. hope, also, that the mind that has 
evolved our ‘egg-marseting successes may 
show us a better way of butter marketing 
than our present short-sighted method, in 
which Irish creamery competes against Irish 
and we are cutting one another's 
throats, instead of helping each other to 
prosperity. Co-operation at home, and the 
Empire Marketing Board abroad, should be 
Our goal.

INCREASING THE 
YIELD. 
MR. MCELLIGOTT’S 
EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. 1. J. MecElligott, Listowel, said that 
they wére producing grass butter in this 
country, and they were not in a position to 
supply themselves ; that it was futile to 
conrpare this country with the Danes or with 
other nations, It was, he believed, possible 
to increase the yield of milk by two hundred 
gallons per cow. He instanced his experi- 
ence in trying to increase the milk yield. 
For the. year preceding November, 1928, a 
cow gave 700 gallons. It calved on the 5th 
November, and, was fed on a fairly balanced 
ration In April it was put out on grass 
which had been. treated with ammonia, as 
advised ‘by Prolessor Drew, and the result 
wes an tnereased milk yield of 500. gallons. 
(Ap yplause. ) 

They were fot inclined in this country to 
so on with any new method of production.

There were representatives and officials pre- 
sent from all the public bodies in Co. Armagh. 

The Inspector decided that the Portadown 
Chamber of Commerce and the Armagh 
County Council were entitled to be repre- 
sented at the inquiry—the Chamber as a 
collective body of ratepayers and the Council 
as a body which might be interested in the 
future. 

Mr. James A. Pringle, K.C., in opening 
the case for the Board of Guardians, said 
that Lurgan Hospital could not be thought 
of as the ordinary country hospital. 

THREE POINTS. 

There were three points which could not 
be disputed :— 

l—-That the present baildings were unsuit- 
able and inadequate for the needs of the 
Unions. 

2—If the scheme under inquiry was carried 
oat the hospital would be brought up to date; 
an 

á— That the cost of the alterations were 
quite within the limits of the Board of 
Guardians, and the expense would be small 
compared with the benefits which would be 
derived from the scheme. The total] valuation 
of the Union was £176,429, and a penny in 
the pound produced £755 2s, 6d. The 
Guardians’ borrowing powers were £44,107, 
while £2,264 already was owing. The popu- 
lation of the Union was 50,542. During the 
past four years the average yearly number of 
admissions to the hospital was 1,685 patients. 
In 1929 540 operations were rformed, 
the majority of these being of a major nature. 
Twenty-eight out of the thirty-eight Guardians 
in the Union were in favour of the scheme 
before it was launched. 

Mr. Pringle pointed out that Largan had 
an excellent water supply, a good sewerage 
scheme; it was excellently situated for a 
hospital; it had first-rate surgeons with a 
great, a fine ieputation. If the hospital were 
reconstructed the town supply. of electric light 
would Le installed 


THE EVIDENCE. 

Mr. J«mes Calvert, Clerk of the “Lurgan 
Union for the past thirty years, said that 
thev had at present in the Lurgan Hospital a 
staff of twenty probationer nurses and five 
charge nurses.

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ALCOHOL AS A MOTOR FUEL, 

TO THE LDTTOR THE TRISH TIMES 

Sik,—Llhe extent to which petrol is being 
replaced by alcohol in France is not fully 
appreciated elsewhere, and it will be news to 
many to learn that the omnibus service of 
Paris, to give an example, is run entirely on 
what is known as the “ Carburant National," 
or National Fuel, which is composed of equa] 
quantities of alcohol and benzo]. This is 
made possible by the active co-operation of 
the French Government, with the aim cf 
reducing, so far as possible, the dependence 
upon imported petroleum products which con. 
stituted so grave a danger during the Great 
War. Another pre is the encouragement. 
which 1s officially given to all owners of 
lorries fitted with gas producers, and operated 
with charcoal from the forests of France. 


Alcohol, as is well known, can be produced. 


from any vegetable matter, and very large 
quantities are now being obtained from by- 
products of the wood-pulp industry, prinsi- 
pally in Sweden and Norway. A large factory 
fer the extraction of alcohol from sawdust 
is in course of erection in France. 

The alcoho! used in this country for the 
‘“Carburant National ' is obtained as a by- 
product from the sugar-beet industry, and 
the benzol is refined from coal.tar. | Aleoho! 
may be cheaply extracted from the potato. 
The tuber artichoke, and even peat, have 
been suggested as alternative sources of 
supply. 

lt is pointed out that the introduction of a 
national motor spirit, on the lines of the 
‘*Carburant National ' in France, would be 
of great benefit to Ireland, as a new industry 
would be developed, and importations. oi 
petrol from abroad considerably reduced. A 
carburetter is in use in France by which a 
fuel mixture containing only 10 per cent. of 
benzol and 90 per cent. of alcohol gives 
results similar to those obtained with 
ordinary petrol.—Yours, etc.,

150 PERSONS THROWN OUT 
~ OF WORK. 
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MEAT INSPECTION SALD 


TO BE TOO STRICT. 
— -—-—-£b—- --- “- 


One hundred and fifty employék are idle 
ag a result. of the closing down of Messts. 
Donnelly s Bacon Curing Factory, Cork 
street, Dublin, yesterday. The reasons that 
have impelled the firm to close their doors are 
set out in a circular letter addressed to their 
customers to the tollowing effect :-- 

"it 1s impossible for us to carry on bust 
ness under the present system of meat im- 
spection, involving excessive and unreason. 
able condemnation of pigs for which we have 
to pay the producer. 

ss We, therefore, regret that we uote unable 
to supply our customers until more satisfac- 
tory arrangements are made.’’ 

When approached by an (“sá Times 
representative yesterday Mr. James O Mara, 
who is head of the firm, declined to maxe 
any staterrent; but from another representa- 
tive it was learned that the firm has suffered 
heavy losses, amounting to thousands ui 
pounds, during the past year owing to the 

reat number of carcases of pigs which have 

ad to be destroyed after examination by 
the veterinary inspectors. 

Two inspectors of the Department — vt 
Public Health under the Dublin Corporation 
are constantly on duty at the factory, 
and, as is alleged, it is because oí 
their rigid ruling in matters. of in- 
spection that the losses have been in- 
curred. Where there is the slightest sugges- 
tion of the meat being tubercular the car- 
eases must be destroyed. There is a feeling 
that the inspectors have been unreasonably 
stvincent. ‘Lhe firm has to pay the farmer 
for the pig, and if, after slanghter, te 
careasé has to be destroyed, tke firm must 
bear the loss. The losses have been so heavy 
that the firm find it impossible to carry on,. 

DAILY CONDEMNATIONS. 

“We have no. objection to inspection,” 
said another official of the. firm, ‘* because 
we know perfectly well that where a factory 
is working under inspection the public will 
benefit, as the goods turned. out must be 
perfect, But why should we pay for a beast 
and have it condemned? We have to pay 
the farmer for it, and we get nothing back. 
For the past two years we have had con 
demnations day after day, month after 
month. We have stood the loss ourselves, 
and have uéver said one word. The farmers 
have been paid for the pigs they have sent 
in, and have lost nothing. We cannot stand 
the loss any longer. 

‘Our complaint is that the mspectors are 
too strict. It 1s to the advantage of the firm 
that the goods leaving the factory should 
bear the stamp of the imspectors and should 
be perfect, but we do feel that there have 
been cases of condemnation for very slight 
reasons. ‘There is inspection-in America and 
on the Continent, but it is done in a different 
manner.” 

Asked for suggestions as to how the 
present difficulty might be overcome, this 
official said that the diffieulty would he 
sottled if the inspectors exercised more. “is 
crimination in the matter of condemnation. 
The firm welcomed inspection as good for the 
public as well as for themselves.

egonomic problems from a rigidly practical 
point of view, argued that tariffs on im- 
ported goods almost inevitably ‘raised the 
prices of those goods to the consumer. In 
the Free State, he said, sixty per cent.. of 
the population were engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry, producing seventy per 
cent. of the national wealth ; and. conse- 
quently the brunt of the burden “of 
increased prices would fall on the 
farming community. Now Senator Johnson 
declares that tariffs on imported -manu- 
factures need not penalise the farmers. 
On the. contrary, if, by means oí 
tariffs, or otherwise, the Free State's 
requirements in wearing apparel and 
woollen goods could be produced, ‘so 
far as is reasonably possible,” within. the 
borders of the twenty-six counties, the 
farmers actually would benefit, even if the 
home manufacturers’ prices should be 50

is defended by arguments that put Lewis 
Carroll himself to shame.

Johnson contends that the Free State 
could produce £4,800,000 worth of the 
£7,500,000: in imported. wearing apparel 
and woollens which the country consumes 
annually, and that, if this sum should be 
spent on home-manufactured goods, no 
less than £8,000,000 would be added to 
the national income every year. 

Senator Johnson’s whole argument. is 
based on a condition. which does not, and 
cannot, exist in the Free State—namely, 
the self-supply of woollens and wearing 
apparel of all kinda.

An Island Winter. 


Last year is reported to have been the 
worst in living memory for the Hebrides. 
It began well, and the corn was sowed, the 
turf cut, in excellent conditions. From 
July to the end of the year, however, 
almost incessant storms swept over the 
islands and the coast of Scotland. Rain 
hardly ceased to fall throughout August, 
and the rest of the autumn was almost 
unrelieved. A correspondent of The Times 
says that in Skye the harvesting of oats 
lasted into November, while in Harris at 
that time the fields were lying sodden and 
discoloured and fruitless. “The harvest of 
hay was lost altogether in many regions of 
the isles ; elsewhere the grass was cut, to 
lie wretchedly for months, soaked a score 
of times, robbed of nntriment, and in part 
washed away. Many islanders sought to 
sell the stock for which fodder thus was 
lost; but prices were so low as to make 
sales vain. Much of the potato crop was 
lost in the. waterlogged soil. The tracks 
from the peat-bogs- never — hardened 
sufficiently to allow the turf to be brought 
home by cart. Scanty measures of fuel, 
therefore, have been brought from the bog 
in creels, and the old and infirm folk 
shiver over meagre fires in a winter of ex- 
ceptional bleakness. Men of more than 
ninety years of age declare that no former 
winter to compare with this is in their 
experience. Most remarkable in the lives 
of the islanders is their love of their wild 
home. The-same affection is seen among 
dwellers upon the islands of the Irish 
West. Wind-swept spots of rock, set in 
the midst of a ‘boiling ocean, are 
homes to which men return gladly 
from the amenities of the New World,

Penalties of Peace. 

There is no happy turn in human 
affairs, it seems, that does. not bring hurt 
to somebody. The world sighs for peace 
between the nations and rejoices to learn 
that the. building of great naval arma- 
ments. is likely to be reduced. In 
Sheffield,: however, industry suffers by the 
movement towards . disarmament. 
forms the armour of Britain’s great ships 
of war and their guns and _ projectiles. 
The Naval Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph calls to mind the mighty 18-inch 
guns, weighing 150 tons apiece, which 
were. used on. monitors to bombard the 
German positions in Flanders with shells 
that tipped’ the scale at 3,400 1b. In the 
last year of peace before the Great War 
thousands of. men were employed at 
Shefield- in the manufacture of these 
monstrous weapons. During the war 
these thousands were multiplied. Now 
the employment lists are dwindling, 
Britain has contrived, and has made 
since the war, projectiles of such terrific 
power that they can pass through the 
stoutest armour known, no matter at 
what angle they may strike it. No other 
nation possesses their equal, and she 


could fight a new Battle of Jutland with |} 


the virtual certainty of sinking every 
enemy ship. Peace promises to render 
these wonders useless. Britain and 
all humanity, save only the munition 
workers, will be the happier if they never 


eare needed. What is good for the bee- 


hive, however, cannot be bad for the bee, 
and the arts of peace ultimately must 
yield. the. maximum volume of employ- 
ment. When a few swordmakers flourish, 
far more craftsmen of the kindlier trades, 
must go idle and hungry.

WAR PENSIONS 
REGULATION, 


RIGHT TO CLAIM AFTER 
SEVEN YEARS. 

The North of Ireland War Pension Com. 
mittee yesterday considered a circular of 
Importance to ex-Service men who were dis- 
abled and whose disablement occurred seven 
years or more after discharge. It was the 
general view that many claims would be 
made, and that it might be necessary to ré- 
establish districts to deal with them. 
_Captain J. M. Wilton, M.C., J.P., who pre- 
sided, explained that a man could apply. for a 
pension for disablement although seven years 
had expired since that man’s discharge. If 
the man’s application was refused he had the 
right to offer further evidence; failing that 
he had the right of appeal to the local War 
Pensions Committee. 

The Chief Area Officer (Captain T. W. 
Willams) said that pensioners would not 
supply evidence, 

Mrs. Anderson inquired what would happen 
toa man who leit the Army in apparent 
good health, but six years afterwards de.

The Road Traffic Bill. 


When the Road Traffic Bill comes to tha 
House of Commons after the reassem)'y 
of Parliament, Mr. H. Morrison, Minister 
of Transport, will challenge a decision of 
the House of Lords by re-inserting in the 
bill powers to local authorrties to run 
public service vehicles on any road within 
their district, and to purchase and to 
maintain vehicles, plant and buildings 
necessary for such a purpose. This portion 
of the bill was rejected by the Lords just 
before Christmas, but after the holiday 
season the Minister of Transport held a 
meeting with certain trade union and 
municipal authorities, and, supported by 
the Cabinet, decided to challenge the use 
of its powers by the Upper House. The 
position isa little difficult, since the hill 
originated in the Lords, and, if it is re- 
turned to them from the Commons with 
the suggested additions, it will be rejected 
again. The Minister of Transport can 
overcome the opposition of the Lords by 
introducing a bill entailing the proposals 
mentioned above; for over:-such a measuré 
the Lords would have no power.

SPECIAL MUSIC SUNG BY 
ROME’S BEST CHOIR. 


The emotions roused by the deeply 
solemn character of this Service were still 
further stirred by the fact that concealed 
drums and bugles gave the signal for the 
Sanctus and the Elevation of the Host, 
instead of the customary ringing of bells. 
The anthem had been specially composed 
for this occasion by Cardinal Perosi, and 
As said to he one of his most inspired 
works. : 

After His Eminence had pronounced the 
formula of indissolubility the Prince and 
Princess exchanged wedding rings, while 
the Princes of the House of Savoy held 
over their heads the veil, edged with 
marvellous gold lace, which was also used 
for the marriage of King Humbert and 
Queen Margherita and of King Victor and 
Queen Helena. Meantime the organ and 
choir filled the chapel with the notes of a 
hymn of rejoicing. 


ACCORDING TO THE TREATY. 


In accordance with the Lateran Treaty, 
the Act of Marriage was signed by 
Cardinal Maffi, and the document was 
then handed over to Senator Federzoni, 
President of the Senate, who acted as 
registrar, to be preserved in the archives 
of the Upper House. 

Cardinal Maffi blessed with holy water 
the rings exchanged by the bride and 
bridegroom. After doing this he read the 
articles of the Italian civil code on 
marriage and the reciprocal rights and 
duties of the two parties. 

The Cardinal pronounced the words 
“Ego conjungo vos in Nomine Patris et 
Filí et Spiritus Sancti.”’ 

He wore the historic vestments which 
belonged to the clergy of the Medici family 
and which are preserved at the Pitti 
Palace, Florence. 


WELCOME TO MUSSOLINI. 

The choirs of the Vatican, of St. John 
Lateran, and of the other basilicas in 
Rome had supplied their best voices to the 
choir of one hundred members which 
furnished the choral part of the ceremony. 

The witnesses who signed the certificate 
of the marriage were the Dukes of Brabant 
and Flanders for the bride and the Duke 
of Genoa and the Count of Turin for the 
bridegroom.

Its national importance as an assembly 
of dairy farmers was demonstrated: by 
the attendance of President Cosgrave, 
who delivered an encouraging address and 
complimented the associations on the 
work they had been doing. There is no 
doubt, as President Cosgrave pointed out, 
that farmers who adopt this modern 
practice usually develop a more intelligent 
interest.in their stock and better judgment 
in the purchase of dairy stock. 

‘Senator the Countess of Déxart, in her 
address. as outgoing - President of the 
Association, suggested that experiments 
should be conducted by the Department of 
Agriculture, in order to show why winter 
dairying, so lucrative elsewhere, could 
not be made to pay here. The absence 
of winter dairying is one of the causes of 
the back seat taken by Irish butter in 
the world markets, and in Lady Desart’s 
opinion co-operation at home and Empire 
marketing abroad should be our goal. 
She also urged that farmers should mark 
1950 by breaking away ftom the per- 
nicious habit of the past, appealing to 
the Government to do things which they 
were able to do themselves. 


MARKETING OF BUTTER. 

Quite a lively debate took place on the 
resolution from Co. Kerry, asking in the 
interests of producers that the Govern- 
ment should appoint an impartial 
tribunal to inquire into the methods of 
marketing ‘Irish butter prior to the estab- 
lishment of the L.A.C., and to make re- 
commendations for the better marketing of 
Irish dairy produce. Congress heard the 
arguments: for and against cambined 
marketing. re-stated, and in the end 
adopted the resolution by a large 
majority. 

There ‘was also much discussion “on 
the resolution from “Offaly, Limerick and 
Dublin, suggesting that farmers generally, 
and small farmers especially, would he 
badly hit by the . Department’s recent 
decision: to. discontinue the . provisional 
acceptance of notification of. births of 
¢alves from cows qutalified by per- 
formance and awaiting inspection. By 
votes on a show of hands, however, Con- 
gress refused to express this opinion. On 
the other hand, it was decided to ask the 
Department to’. continue provisional 
acceptance of birth notification for the 
calves of recognised progeny heifers, as 
heretofore. | 


MORE MONEY WANTED. 

Congress was unanimous in expressing 
the opinion that considerably increased 
funds should be placed at the disposal of 
the Department of Agriculture by ‘he 
Minister for Finance for the purposc of 
developing the work to its fullest extent. 

A great deal of time was devoted to the 
reading of papers by Mr. J. H. Norrts, 
Chief “Veterinary Inspector, Department 
of Agriculture; and Mr. P. F. Dolan, 
Chief Veterinary Inspector, Corporation 
of Dublin, who dealt with such important 
subjects as sterility, abortion and tuber- 
culosis im-cattle: Mr. Dolan alsa. gave 
some practical hints on the production of 
clean milk. Professor Drew, Director, 
Albert Agricultural College,” Glasnevin, 
demonstrated the importance of manures 
for grass land and showed how valuable 
silage could be obtained from young 
grasses. " The results of his manurial 
as cór SHE were followed with close 
interest.

IRISH LABOUR PARTY 
REORGANISATION. 


SPECIAL CONGRESS TO 
CONSIDER PROPOSALS. 


The annual meeting of the Irish Labour 
Party and Trade Union Congress, which 
was held at Limerick last August, gave 
directions for the appointment of a special 
committee to consider and report upon 
the desirability of separating the indus- 
trial and political sides of the Labour 
movement. 

This committee has now concluded its 
labours, and its report will be circulated 
to affiliated organisations next week, 
The report will be considered by a Special 
Congress, which will open in Dublin on 
Friday, February 28th. 

If the Special Congress adopts the 
report of the committce, the meeting in 
February will be the last which will com- 
bine both industrial and political fune- 
tions. The Trade Union Congress will 
meet. next August as usual, but. it will 
only be a body representative of trade 
unions and trades councils. 

The reorganised Labour Party will 
come into being on March 3lst, and will 
immediately undertake a vigorous cam- 
paign for the enrolment of members and 
the establishment of branches in every 
constituency.. Membership will not be 
restricted to trade unionists or .wage- 
earners, buf will be open to all citizens, 
irrespective’ of sex or occupation, who 
subscribe to the social and democratic 
principles on which the Party is based. 

The revised. Constitution to; be sub- 
mitted to the Special Congress contains a 
clear declaration of the basic principles 
and objects of. the party. These prin- 
ciples, as outlined in the report, insist 
upon the necessity for rapid and ordered 
economic development in national and 
international affairs. Such development, 
it is added, is to be directed in the inte- 
rests of the community as. a. whole, and 
as the foundation of national progress and 
prosperity.

MINIMISED BY A 
COMMUNIQUE. 


CoRRESPONDENT, 
THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 


The German-French. “incident ” which 

has been troubling the atmosphere of The 
Hague Conference to-day has been satis- 
factorily 1 per of by the issue of a French 
communique, at the instigation of the 
German delegation, to the effect that the 
discussions at yesterday’s meeting were, 
from beginning to end, of a most cordial 
nature, and that there was no “‘ incident ”’ 
of any kind. 
_M. Tardieu had pointed out to the 
German delegation, the communiqué ‘says, 
that a too meticulous examination of 
details might disturb the atmosphere 
which was necessary for the success of the 
Conference. wee 

The French Prime Minister, the 
commumgqué adds, emphasised the per- 
sonal good-will and the difficult task of the 
German delegation. The latter, “while 
maintaining its standpoint on the various 
points under discussion, at no time made 
any protest against the remarks of the 
French Prime Minister. 

The French delegation to-day submitted 
to the Germans its aide mémotre on. the 
Sanctions: question, which. will form the 
basis of discussion to-morrow between M. 
Tardieu and M. Briand on the one side, 
and Dr. Curtius and Dr. Wirth: on the 
other. 

No official information is forthcoming as 
to the nature of the French proposals, but 
it is reported that ono is to the effect that 
if The Hague International Court of 
Justice finds that Germany has wilfully 
defaulted economic reprisals can be im- 
posed. If, on the other hand, a German 
Government denounces the Young Plan 
and refuses to pay, then all the rights 
arising out of the Treaty of Versailles can 
be put into operation. 

The French and Italian delegations have 
been informed of the contents of the 
French aide mémoire. 

Mr. Snowden and Mr. Graham con- 
ferred to-day with Herr Moldenhauer and 
Herr Schmidt respectively on various 
aspects of the Young plan, and the “‘ Big 
Six” are meeting again to-morrow to 
continue the discussions. 

An optimistic feeling prevails, par- 
ticularly in French. circles, that all is 
‘going well, and that the second Hague 
Conference will successfully terminate its 
labours early next week.

Senator Thomas Johnson. who repre- 
sents the Labour Party in the Free Siate 
Senate, sends us the following state- 
ment : — t 

“ The Minister for Agriculture will not 
be displeased to learn that one, at least 
of those who heard his address on Ari. 
culture and Tariffs was provoked to a 
re-examination of the effects of. protective 
import duties on the working farmer. 

‘Mr. Hogan spoke of the necessity of 
limiting: the burden which tariffs” on 
imported manufactured goods impose 
upon’ the community and particularly 
upon the agricultural producer. I pro- 
pose to examine the nature and extent of 
the alleged burden and find out to what 
degree, 1f any, it falls upon the farmer. 


INDUSTRIAL TARIFFS. 


Having stated that tariffs normally. 
with a few possible exceptions, cause 
prices to rise, Mr. Hogan proceeded on 
the assumption. that the increased “price 
placed a burden upon the community, 
and as (using his figures) 60 per cent. of 
the population are engaged in agriculture, 
producing 70 per cent. of the national 
wealth, the farming community must 
‘pay a big proportion of any leyy which 
results from increaséd prices due to 
tariffs.” Any extension of industrial 
tariffs, he said, must be subject to such 
eonditions:and guarantees as will make it 
likely that the price of the tariffed article 
will not be increased. His address was 
permeated throughout with the idea that 
the tariff on-manufactured goods imposed 
a burden or inflicted a levy upon the 
community. There was never a sugges- 
tion of a countervailing relief or the possi- 
bility of new values being created superior 
to the losses sustained. 3 | 

ae propose to show, In opposition to 
his aSsertions and assumptions, that 1f 
we can secure, by means of a tariff on 
imports or by other means, that the 
countty’s: requirements of woollen’ goods 
and wearing apparel in general shall be 
produced within the country, as far as ts 
reasonably possible, instead of being 
imported ready to wear, the cémmunity 
would be benefited and the farmer pro- 
ducers would not be burdened, even 
though the Irish manutacturers were 
unable to come within 30 to 55 per cent. 
of the English manufacturers’ prices! 
This last statement is not fully applicahle 
to the case of the consumers who are non- 
producers, though they, too, will benefit 
automatically as the whole community's 
wealth increases.

PRODUCERS AND NON-PRODUCERS. 


“There is also common agreement that 
the non-producers of the community, 
whether they are occupied in other pur- 
suits of a useful or wasteful character or 
are not occupied, all live by the consump- 
tion of wealth produced from year to year 
by the producing classes, agricultural and 
industrial.

VIEWS OF TRADES UNION 
DELEGATES.

é“ Russia as We. Saw It 
of the addresses given by Miss H. Moloney 
and Miss R. Price, the Irish Trades. Union 
delegates: who have just returned from a 
visit to Russia, at a meeting held in Wynn's 
Hotel, Dublin, last night, under the auspices 
of the Women’s ‘International League. Mrs. 
Kingston was in the chair. i 

As regards Russia, Mrs. Kingston 
thev had returned to the pre-new spaper days; 
when people had to rely upon travellers’: tales 
for their news and information, upon which, 
as they all were aware, so little credence 
could be placed because of the amount of 
exaggeration: one. way and the other. In 
arranging these addresses, people must not 
think that the League. was. in favour ol 
Russia or the Soviet régime. i 

Miss Moloney. gave a brief review of the 
events that immediately preceded the in 
stallation of the Soviet régime. The system 
of society which Russia had established was 
a challenge to the rest of civilisation, and 
because of that she was afraid of other 
countries, who felt that they could not afford 
to let that system prove a success and an 
example to their own workers. Russia was 
afraid of attack from other European 
countries before she had fully established 
Socialism. 

The most modern kinds of equipment. and 
machinery of all descriptions were being 
introduced, and an intensified campaign was 
being conducted to put the whole of industry 
and agriculture in the country on an economic 
basis. Most oí the statements in the Press 
about Russia were malicious and ignorant. 

The ruling ideal in Russia to-day was that 
until everybody had enough, nobody could 
have more than enough. The utmost care 
was taken of the child in Russia, and no 
money was spared in that regard, If a man 
or a woman did not work in Russia, neither 
did they eat, and this was a rule that was 
strictly enforced. What struck her most 
about the people of Russia was their wonder- 
ful enthusiasm and ardour in working out 
the reformation and regeneration of their 
country. 

Miss Price spoke about the new institution 
that. had been introduced into Russia, and 
about the existence of which in any other 
countries she had not heard. These were the 
night. sanatoria, which were of a purely pre- 
ventive purpose in regard to disease. 
Immediately after their work the people went 
to these sanatoria for their treatment. The 
course lasted for two to three months 

Miss Price noticed particularly a spirit of 
self-discipline among the people. There was 
no compulsion anywhere, but in this matter, 
as in others, they did everything because it 
rua good for.themselves and good for the

; LONDON, Wednesday Night, 

We came back from the little Chelmsford 
meeting this evening to find the statement 
broadcast that only 84 entries have been 
received for the Grand National, as compared 
with 121 last year. I ventured several weeks’ 
ago to predict in this column that the entry 
would: smaller than that of last season, 
for the simple reason that a good many 
people who entered and ran bad horses that 
overcrowded the field last March were made 
to feel a little ashamed of themselves and 
would not do so agaiu. 

The entry is, however, sufficiently large 
to make it certain that there will be a very 
big field this season, although it is likely 
that the process of attrition will keep the 
number of runners well below the total of 66. 
who went to the post last March. This will 
not, however, alter the argument in favour 
of a vevision iti the conditions of the race. 
MILDLY INTERESTING. ' 

The racing at Chelmsford was otly very 
mildly interesting. Poole bad his usual quota 
of winners, taking the Westcliffe Hurdle with 
Master Orange. and the Town Steeplechase 
with Holiday Hall, both the property of the 
brothers Mr. C. and Mr. R. A. Harmsworth. 
Mester Orange is a very useful] hurdler, who 
came at the last to take the lead and win 
comfortably from the outsider, Clash Morgan. 

Stott, who won on Master Orange, was 
also successful on Holiday Hall. One of his 
reins broke, but he was able to retrieve the 
loose end and steer his mount home, a winner 
hy three lencths from The Sheriff—a feat 
that brought a well-deserved cheer from the 
crowd. 

An Anglo-Indian was recalling that many 
vears ago he saw a well-known Irishman, 
Major “ Tibet” Hilliard, accomplish an even 
more remarkable feat in a steeplechase at 
Lucknow on a horse owned by General Brvan 
Mahon. In his case the rein oroke a few 
inches from the bit when thev were a mile 
from home. but he managed to grab hold of 
the end and landed his horse home a winner. 

It was expected that Lord Beaverbrook 
would win the Braintree Novices’ Hurdle with 
the disappointing Miscou, who was backed 
down to a short price, but he was uo match 
for the outsider, Gugnunc, who beat him by 
lengths. Sprite, a half-sister to the 
Giand National winner Sprig, showed some 
promise in this race. 

Five of the seven runners for the Village 
Steeplechase fell, and Clwmping, who ran 
second in a hurdle race at Gatwick last week, 
won by three lengths.

THE INQUEST. 
At the inquest which was held in. Jervis 
street Hosprital, Dublin, .yesterday on the 
body of Mrs. Regan, it was stated that 
criminal proceedings had ben brought 
against the driver of the ‘bus, and the 
Coroner accordingly adjourned the inquiry. 
It appeared from Dr. Creamer’s testimony 
that the woman's death was due to prolonged 
shock, accelerated by the injuries received, 
and a disease, condition of the heart. The 
doctor added, in reply to the Coroner, that 
the woman was in a very serious state of 
health before the accident took place.

“iGHEAPER MONEY INFLUENCES. 


(From Ovr FINANCIAL CoRRESPONDENT.) 
69 FLEET STREET, LONDON,

Much disappointment will be felt if the 
Bank rate is not reduced to-day (Thursday, 
io 44-per cent, Such a movement has been 
fully anticipated and discounted in the Money 
market,-and ithe confident views. held upon 
the matter have ‘been reflected in the steady 
appreciation of late in fixed interest stocks, 
especially British Government issues. In 
this respect the course of security values so 
far this year has fulfilled expectations. It is 
not likely that the announcement of a 44 per 
cent. Bank rate will be followed by a reaction 
in gilt-edged stocks, especially with the in- 
dications of a disposition of values generally 
to recover from the depressing influence of 
last year’s untoward events in the financial 
world, 


Budget Prospects. 


There is now only one circumstance of any 
weight that may check the appreciation in 
fixed interest securities, and that is the pos- 
sibility—unfortunately one must say the pro- 
bability—of-the next Budget announcing an 
increase of taxation. It is extremely unlikely 
that on this occasion the revenue of the last 
quarter of the financial year will wipe out the 
deficit shown in the first nine months, as was 
the case last year; and although a realised 
Budget deficit does not necessarily mean an 
increase in the income tax, the Government 
programme points to such a substantial addi- 
tion to expenditure in the future that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer will be forced 
to make the necessary provision for it. That 
at least is the prospect at present. It might 
be contended that it is unreasonable to assume 
a development that may not happen, but this 
is not quite the case when it is a question of 
the valuation of fixed interest stocks, for the 
real or net yield on these varies with the 
amount of the income tax deduction from the 


dividends, 


An Example. 


At the present price the net yield on 24 p.c. 
Consols is £5 14s. 9d. per cent., this allowing 
for the deduction of income tax at 4s. in the 
£&. The highest price reached last year was 
563, and as it may be assumed that that 
figure was touched when the stock was full 
of a quarterly dividend the net yield at the 
highest. price was 37% per cent. Having 
regard to the return of more uormal monetary 
conditions now it is reasonable to consider 
that 24 p.c. Consols should stand at a price 
equal to the yield afforded when the stock 
reached its best price last year, but if the 
income tax is to be raised to 4s, 6d. in the £ 
a fresh element is introduced into the calcula- 
tion. With the higher rate of tax 2! p.c. 
Consols would have to be quoted at, say, 54} in 
order to give the same net vield as that men- 
tioned above--namely, 2 per cent, It 
follows, therefore, from this example, which 
may be taken as a criterion of what may 
happen in other cases, that the Stock Ex- 
change has not yet discounted in full the ex- 
pected further cheapening of money. 


Market Prosvects. 


The favourable influence of cheaper money 
will not be confined to fixed interest 
securities. Sentiment counts for a good deal 
in the Stock Exchange as elsewhere, and a 
substantial appreciation in the Funds, etc., 
will have a favourable effect upon other 
securities, especially where prices were un- 
duly depressed by the adverse developments 
of last year. The low level of quotations 
with which the new year opened and the 
hopeful monetary position constituted the 
iosta bull points for markets at the 

‘ginning of 1950. Perhaps, Home Railway 
Prior Charges still offer as much scope for 
uippreciation as any of the fixed interest 
groups, and the Ordinary stocks are likely to 
socover further, especially if the dividends 
for the second half of last year prove to be 
equal to expectations. Another department 
offering considerable scope is that for Argen- 
tine Rails, where prices will probably rise, 
even though for some time to comé traffics 
are relatively poor in consequence of the 
smaller crop movement of the Republic, ' As 
previously stated, it is more difficult to take 
an optimistic view of Brazilian issues, owing 
to the fact that the country depends so much 


"upon the realisation of the good prices for 


one particular commodity, the outlook’ for 
which is by no means encouraging. 


Undervalued Securities. 


The influence of cheaper money may 
einphasise the fact that for various rcasons' a 
good many securities lately fell to prices at 
which, as far as can be seen, they were 
under-valued, unless the level from which 
they fell was a somewhat inflated one. 
English Bank shares, for instance, although 
present, prices are full of the dividends for 
the second half of 1929. stand at, substantially 
telow the best prices reached last year; yet 
an important factor contributing to the 
decline from that levyel—dear money—has 
now disappeared. But it is well known that 
au abnormally high Bank rate was not the 
sole cause of the decline in these shares, in 
those of the big insurance companies, and in 
the stocks of the principal investment trusts. 
In the last case an important influence was 
the depreciation in all quoted securities that 
occurred last year, though it is doubtful if 
_this alone justified the extent of the fall in 
the stocks. Such securities had to be sold 
either to make good losses suffered in other 
directions or for the purpose of repaying 
bank loans, and it is only natural to expect 
that they will enjoy a recovery of part, at 
least, of the fall registered last year. '
